At the end of Wallenberg’s mission as Budapest is liberated 
by the Soviet army, a curious and disturbing enigma confronts 
Mr. Wallenberg. He Is taken prisoner by the very army which 
was to liberate him.

Since that day, according to his still living W.W. II crony. Per 
Anger, Wallenberg has been reported alive in Soviet prisons. 

The Soviets reported Wallenberg’ a death in 19^7 but no evidence 
was received to corroborate that announcement. 
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It occur*-to- us that here rests a prime opportunity^ for 
you ahd Mrs* Gorbachev to make a direct and positive step 
for friendship between our two peoples when your husbands 
meet at the anas control talks. We intend for her to re- 
ceive a letter similar to the one you now read. 

Would it not be possible for each of you with the personnel 
at your direction to fully trace the path of Wallenberg from 
his arrest in 1945* to document and evidence his death if it 
did occur?
